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A. brief account of what we are, and what 
| our work 1s 1n the world. 


E are a People whom God hath-conyerted to him- 
} \ / ſeit; a People in whom God hath raed up the 


Sced of his own Life, and cauſed it to reign over 


| the eartly part in our te}ves; a People whom God 
| bath divorced from the {pirir of whordom, and' joyned to his 
own Spirir. We, many of us, ſought truly and otely after God 
from our childhood (our conſctences bearing us witneſs in the 
ſight of God ) bur the honeſty of our hearts was ſtill betrayed, 
and we led: alide by the Whoriſh ſpirit, and knew not how ta 
run © to that 'of God in us, which inclined us roward:God. By 
this means we came tv great diſtreſs and miſery beyond all men, 
- Not but that all men were in as great a want of God (his Life, 
Power and Preſence) as we ; but the ſence therof was not ſo 
quickened in others, as in us. Now it pleafed the Lord at length 
ro pitty us, and to inform our niinds towards himſelf, to ſhew 
us where Life lay, and where Death lay, and how to turn from 
the one, ahd to the other ; and he gave us his helping hand-ta 
turn us. Andby being turned to h m, we have taſted of the 
Truth, of the true Witdom, of the true Power, of the true Life, 
of the true Righteouſneſs, of the true Rederaption: and by 
receiving of this from God, and taſting and handling of it; we 
corne to know that that which the world hath ſer up in the 
- ead of it, is rot the thing it ſelfe. Nuw mark, we are not Per- 
ſons that have ſhot up out of the old root into another appear- 
ance, as one {ect hath done out of another till many are come up 
one aft-r another, the ground ſtill remaining the ſame our of 
which they all grew : but that ground hath Teen ſhaken 6 ſhak- 
ing, deſtroyed & deſtroying, removed and removing in us, and 
the old root of 7 cfſe hath been wade manifeſt in vs, and we have 
been tranſplanted by the everlaſting power of Life, and a real 
change brought forth in us out of that ſpiric, wherin the 
works lives and worſhips, _ another ſpirit, into- which 10 
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thing which is of the World can eriter. And'hear we have met 
with the call of God, the Converlton to God, the Regeneration 
in God, the Juſtification, the SanRification, the Waidom, the 
Redemption,rhe trac Life and Power of God, which the World 
cannot ſo much as bear the name of. And what we are made of 


God in Chriſt, we know to be truth-and no lye: and when we + 


teſtifie of this to the World, in the meaſwe of the life of God 
in us, we {peak truth and nod. lye ; though the. World which 
knoweth not the Truth, cannot hear- our voice. 
: Now our work in the World is, to bold forth the virtues of 
kim that bath called us to live like God;not to own any thing i 
the World which God doth not own : to. ferget -our Country, 
our Kindred, our Fathers houſe; and to live like perſons of 
another Country, of another kindred, of another family : nor 
to do.any thing of our ſelves, and which is plealing to. the old 
nature, Los p our words, all our converlation, yea every 
thought in us. to become new. Whatever comes from. us, is 
td come from the.new. Principle of Life in us, and to an:wer 
that in others, but we-muſt net pleaſe the old natwe atallin 
our ſelves, nor in any elſe. And walking faithfully thus with 


God, we have a reward at preſent, and a crown m the end, 


which doth and will countervaile all the reproches and hard- 
ſhips, we da. or. can meet with in the World.  _ + 
We are alſo to be witneſſes for God, and -to- propagate his 
Life in the World; to-be inſtruments. in his hand, to bring 
otheis our of Death and Captivity unto-true Life and Liberty 
weare to fight againſt the powers. of darkne's every- where, 
as the Lord calerth us forth.. And this we are to do. in his wil- 
dom, according to bis will, in his power, and-in-hislove, {weet- 
neſs, and meaknelſs.'We are mt to take: wayes. according to: 
our own wiſdom (but there muſt be a ſtrict watch, ſet m the 
Life, leaſt that. get up again: ) nor muſt we ſpeak ſuch words, as. 
mans wiſdom would call wiſe: nor:may we go in. our own. 
will ro-ſeek any, but the Lord muſt go before; nor may we make 
uſe of our own ſtrength, but feel his arm: in.qur weakneſs : nor 
may we go. forth in that love; ſweetneſs, or meakneſs. which 
is plealing ro-the fleſhly mind : but we muſt be true ro God 
handling the ſword skilfully and faichfully, judging and cutting:

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Town the tranſgreflor_in the poiwer and authority of God = 
and when the meek, the lowly, the humble rhing is reached 
and raiſcd, then the true love, the ſweetnels, the rendeineſs, 
the meekneſs muſt go forth to that. The Lord God is rough 
with the tranſgreſlor, and all along the Scripture heweth and 
hu eth him: andif we come forth 1n the ſame ſpirit, we ſhall 
find the ſame leadings, where we mect with the ſame thing: 
for the Lord God will never be tender there; nor can that 
which comes from him, lives ia him, is lead by him, be tender 
there whe e he is not. ; | | 
Now the very root of this ſeverity is good, and of God ,and 


hath love and iweetneſs at the bottom of it : yea in pitty, love, 


ard bowels do we uſe the ſword. k.is in putty to the paor cap- 
rived creature, that that might be cut down, which keeps it 10 
bonds and captivity. And though we ſcem enemies to all ſorts 
of mcn, for the Lords fake ; yet we are not enemies, nor could 
do the leaſt hurt to them any way, but are true freinds to theip 
ſoules and bodies ajſo : and our only controverſje is with that 
whiich captives and maks them miſerable; for we fight not ar 
all with fleſh and bloud, bur with the principallity and power 
which led from God, and rules in it againſt God, to the poor 
creatures ruine and diſtruction. Yea jf we had all the powezs 
of rhe earth in our hands, we could not fer up our own way, (16, 
after the manner, of mcn I may ſe call x) or ſo much as dijturd 
Others in theiv. way thereby, bat ſhould wait in patience, tif 
God gaye us an. entrance by his power. 

Now let not mer run on in heats againſt us, but let them 
ferioully conſider, whether we be of Godor ng : and let them 
conlider, rot with the reaſonand underſtanding which is alie- 
nated from God, but withthe witdef& which lies hid in the 
heart. ' There js one great palpable argument chat we .are of 
God, which:is this, afl the World is againſt us, the W oridly 
Part every where fights with us, the Worldly part in every fort 
and Sedt of men oppoſerh us, the rage of man every where riſeth 
up again{t us; But.thoſe that are 1o hot againſt us, if at any 
time they become bur meek and calm, patiently conlidering our 
cauſe, and coniulting there upon with the teſtimony that they, 
$9d in their own hearts concerning us, they ſoon become pa- 
gene eas B'z | citied 
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rified, and ſee that we are no mans. enemies, againſt no righ2 
reous Law, not againſt Relations, rot againſt Governments, 
not againſt any thing in the world that is good, but only 
againſt that which is evil and corrupt. And ofa truth, the 
corruption of things God hath ſhewed unto us, and daily cals us 
forth after an immediate manner to witneſs againſt, 

Therfore let men be ſober, and take heed 'what they do, 
leaſt they be found fighters againft God : for the reproachcs 
the ſcofts, with otherperſecutions, which ſeem to be caſt at 
vs, light on him. It is not as we are men, but as we are ob<dicnt 
to him, as. we ſtand witneſſes for him, that we meet with thee 
things. Now, as it is not we our ſelves that do theſe things, but 
the life and power of God in us ; ſv it is not we that are ſtruck 
at,but the Life and Power - if it were not for that, we might be-. 
as acceptable as other men. Ir is becauſe we are not of the 
World, but God hath called us out of the World, that we are 
ſo bated of the world. This is the true cauſe, though the world 
will no more now acknowledge it, then it wouldin former ages. 
Yet I do not ſpeak this for my own ſake, to. avoid my ſhare,in 
the Croſs : for the reproach of Chriſt is our riches, yea far great- 
er treaſure then is to be found in the Jarene of Egypt : Yea 
the Preſence of God, the ſweet power of Life makes up all our 
loſſes, {o that we have no cauſe to. complain. Ir is very ſweet, 

leaſant, and profitable for us to be found Sufferers tor God ; 
For we-know it- will not be profitable for you to be found 
Perſcutors : andthis is told you in true love and good will, by 
one who wiſhes no evil to you, for all: the evil that ye have 
exerciſed towards the dear and pretious People of God for 
theſe many years. O' that God would open your eyes, that ye 
might ſce whom ye have oppoſed, and againſt whom. 's have 
hardened and ftrengthenet your ſelves, that ye might bow tg 
him, and receive life from him, and nat periſh in your gainſay- 
ing and' oppolition, |

Irſt, they are ſuch fhepheards that ſeek for their gain 
F from their Quart-rs, and can never have enough, which 

the Loid ſent [ſarah to cry out againſt, who bid all 
come freely. without money and without price, and, was not hired, 
but ſpake freely ; and theſe make marchandiſe and a trade of his 
wat: and therfore we cry out againſt them, and deny them, 
Tſa. 56. 11. and 54. x. 

They are ſuch Shepherds vhat ſeek after the Fleece, ard cloath 
with the wooll, and feed on the fat, which the Lord ſent £ze- 
kiel to cry wo ___ ; Who made a prey upon us; and the 
Lord ſaid, he would gather his Sheep from their mouths, and that 
we ſhould be a prey to them no longer ;, and we do witneſs the 
promite of the Lord fulfilled ; and rhe:fore we deny them, 
Ezeh, 54- 34 We 3 - 

They aie ſuch. Prieſts as bear rule by their means, which was 
aborrible and filthy thing commited im the land, which the Lord 
ſent Feremiah to cry out againſt; while we had cycs and did 


not ſee, we-held up ſuch Priefts, but the Lord hath opened our ' 


eyes, and we ſee them now in the ſame eſtate that they were 
in, which Fcremiub cryed out againſt, who did not bear rule by 
his means ; and therfore we deny them, /er. 5.3 1. 

They are ſuch P: ophets 6 Prieſts that divine for money, and 
preach for hire, which the Lord ſent Micah to cry againit; and 
whifſt we put into their mouths, they preached peace to vs, 
but now w. do not put into their mouths, they prepare war 
againſt us ; ard therfore we deny them, Micah 3. rt. 

T hey are ſuch as are called of men Mafters,8 call men Maſters, 
and have the chiefeſt place in the Aſſemblies, and ſtand praying 
in the Synagogues, and lay heavy burdens upon the: peop!e 
which Jeſus Chriſt.cryed wo-againſt, and'bid his Diſciples not 
to be ſo ; Be ye not called of men Maſt r5;for one is your Maſter, 
even Chriſt, and ye are all Brethren, {o we do witneſs Je us 
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Chrift onr Mafter, and fee F.. L. be in the ſteps of the P hars- 
ſees ; and therfore we deny them, e Hat. 3. 10. e Hat. 20. 3, 
" They areſuch teachers, that with fained words and th: ough 
cove:ouſncſs, made merchandize of us, and do upon the People; 
who by Opp:eſlion maintain themſelves and Wives In pride and 
idleneſs, in hoods,veils, and changable ſuits of apparrel; who go 
in the way of Carr , to envy, murder, and peiſecute, and aſter 
thee:ror of Balaam, who loved the wages of unrighteouſrefs, 
following after gifts and 1ewards, which the Apoſtles cryed 
againſt ; ard rherfo. e we deny them, 2 Per. 2. jude.x 1, 

They are ſuch Teachers as have told us, the Steeple-houſe 
hath been the Church, when as the Scripture faith, the Church 
is in God ; and the:fore we deny them. 3 The I, I. 55 

They.are ſuch Teachers that have told us, the Letter was the 
Word, when as the Letter ſaith, God 4 the Word ; therfore we 
deny th:m, 7oh, x. x. | 
They are tuch Teachers as bave told vs, the Letter was the 
Light, when as the Letter fairh, Chreft 55 the Light, therfore we 
deny them, oh. 1.1. x9. and. 12. | 

T hey arc ſuch Teachers as ſp: inkle Infants, calling it an Ordt- 
nance of Chiiſt, and baptizing into the Faith, into the Chuich, 


whenas the Scripture ſaith no ſuch thing; and therfore we deny 


them : bur the Baptilm by one Spirit, into one Body we own, 
3 Cor. 12, L3, | | 
They are ſuch Teachers as tell people of a Sacrament, for 
which there is not one Scripture, and io feed the people with 
their own inventions; and therfore we deny them; but the Table - 
and Supper of the Lord we own, 1 Cor. 1C. | 
They are {uch Teachers as tell people, that Mathew, Mark, 
Lake, ard John, is the Goſpel, which are but the Letter. The 
Lamb of God which takes away the Sins of the world, is glad 
tydings to poor Captives : glad tidings we-e promiſed betore 
the Letter was written, The ſeed of the Woman ſhall bruiſe the 
Serpents.head, and. H: ſhall be a Light unto the Gentiles : the Let- 
ter 154 Declaration of the Goſpel, and many have the Leiter, 
but rot Chiift; but we having received the Goſpel, know them 
£9 be no. Miniſters of it ; and therfore we deny them, Gez. 3- 
K5o. Taike. 1.1,

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" They are ſuch Miniſters as: fed and Cambridge,and 
call rhem the well-heads of Divinicy, and ſo deny the fountain 
of living mercies, and there they ſtudy, and read books, ard 0'd 
Authors, and furnith themſelves with Philoſophy, aud- fine 
words, and other mens matter 5 and when they come again, 
they ſell ic to poor people; when as the Apoſtle faith, He was 
zot made a Menifler by the will of man, and that the Goſpel which 
be preached was nat of man, nor had he received it from man, nei- 
ther was he taught it, and denyed all his learning which he had 
got by the will of man at the feet of Gamakel ; and ſo finding 
them in the'will of man, preaching by the will of man; we can» 
pot but deny thera, Jal.

Th:y are ſuch Teachers, that tell people that Hebrew and 
G-eek1s the O: tginal, when as the Apoſtle fpake in the! Hebrew 
tongue to the Hebrews, who heard him in their own Language, 
and yet perſccuted him ; and the Greeks, who had the Golpel in 
their own Tongues, ſaid, The Croſs .of Chriſt was fooliſhn' ſs; 
theſe who had the Scripture, in thir own Language, were as 
ignorant of the Life of them; as our naturall Prieſts, who ſpend 
fo much time in learning a natural Language, to -find out what 
thoſe meant that ſpake torth the Scripture 3 who- make poor 

ople beleive that to-know a natural Tongue is the means to 
underſtand the Original ; the VVord which is the Original was 
before all Languages were, the VVord was in the S ini 
which VVord was made manifeſt in all the Children o God: 
who ſpake forth the Scriptures; holy men of God ſpake as they 
we:e moved by the holy Ghoſt. Now all ye learned ones,wheve 
is your Original? he. e you and your Original is razed out f. om 
the word,which is the Original which the Apoſtles preached 
amongſt the Hebrews and Greeks, which was before Tongues 
were and your Original, which will break all your T00Y i 
and O1: iginal to peices; Pilate had your Original of Hebrew 
Greek,and Latine, who-crucified Chriſt; he that draws back 
into many Languages, as intoHbr.w,and Greek,, d.aws back 
in:otheraturals, and ſo draws into confulion;;but the Miniſters. .

III. Of BAPTISME. 


There is one Baptiſm, by one Spirit, into one Pody, Which 
plungeth under all rhe corruption which got up fince Tranſ- 
greſfion, which hath made the Separation beiween Man and 
God ; which Spirit leads into one Body from the many Bodies, 
and into one Head from the many Heads of thoſe many Bodies, 
which are inthe Fall from God. So Baptized with one Spirit, 
to one Body, which plungerth under all that which makes a 
ſeparation from God. We are made to drink into one Spirit, 
and this Spirit is within, plunging under all the corruptions 
whichare within ; And the gs of Chriſt, which is the Pow- 
er of God,is withih,crucitying the mind which did walk in thoſe 
things which hides from God, and which keeps in the World, 
inthe luſt of the Eyes, the pride of Life, andthe lult of the 
Fleſh which are not of the Father. Now they that mind Earth- 
ly things, they go from the- Power of God within, and are 

nemics to his Croſs, which 1s the Power of God ( as Paul 
faith ) and ſo, many Heads, many Bodies, many Bapriſms, are 
among them, who are out of the Power of God, the Croſs of 
Chriſt, and out of the One Baptiſme with the Spirit, into one 
Body, into one Head, Chriſt Feſus, the fir and the laſt, the be- 
ginning and the end, and the Head of his Church, which is his 
Body, and he is the Saviour of it ; of which Church we are.

Now concerning the divers Faiths, and divers Worſhips, Which 
are inthe World, and the Perſecution about them, ſach Belie- 
vers and IVorſhipers are oug of the one Faith which giveth vito- 
ry, and have loft the ſpiritual weapons and are run into the car- 
nal, and ſo-are out of the true-lVorſkip which is in Spirit and 
Truth 5 
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Truth ; out of which ( as I ſaid before ) the Devil is; And hcre 
are all the carnall weaponed men, fighting for their Worſhip, and 
tor Trittes. 
When as the Sp:ritual weaponed men, who haye the Word 
of God, and the Sword of the Syirir, they frive not with fleſh 
and blood, deſtroy not Creatuies by caliing ro the Puwers of 
the Earth ro help them. When as carnal minded men, who are 
eut of the Church, which was in the begining, and: its weapon 
and Spirit : who deform, kill and ſlay Creatures about their 
vented Worſhips, Faihs, Baptiſms, Churches, Croſes, and ſuch 
like ; which were not the Fruits, neither the Works of the 
Apcitles, nor of the ſpiritual weaponed men. So all ye that per- 
ſecure and kill about Religion, Church and Worſhip, are nor 
Worſhipers of God in Spirit and Truth : They are not in the 
fellowlhip of the Goſpel, rhe Power of God, which was before 
the Power of Sathan was, and they are not in the true farth 
which giverh victory over that which ſeperates from God, nei- 
ther are they in the Croſs of Chriſt, the Power of God, which 
was Þ 4c re Sa:han was, which crucites the fleſh, and the world, 
ard their carnal weapons. $0 all ye who Perſecute and kill abour 
Religion, you are our of the New and Living way, Chriſt Je- 
ſus, which ſaith, Love Eremzes ; and commands to give the 
check-, back and hairs to the Smiters : ye are 11 Cains way who 
Perſecute ard K:ll y: ur Brother Chriſtians, as Catn did, and ſo 
12 this yoa do not well, neither.dcth God reſpect your Sacrifice 
fer if you and Cain had done well, neicher you nor Cain had 
killd your Brothers about Wor ſhip, Church, Sacrifice and Reli- 
$707, and then God would have had jeſpcet unto you,but you do- 
192g nxt well, ſn lycth at your oor, as 1t did at Ca 75s, and its 
gorten in your Houſe ;"ſo that now, nelcher his nor your Sa- 
crifice God accepts or regards, reicher ſtand you in an acceprable 
ſtate, where nuw you are, but ina way, in which rogetber with 
Cainyou walk, which is not the New, nor the Living Wy. 
For eAdan neglected to hear the Yoice of Ged, and Cain neg- 
le&ed ro kear the Yeice of Ged, and the 7ews they neglected to 
hear the Voice of Ged, and you reglect to hear his Voice, and 
the Devil who went from the Truth, lyeth atthe door of ſuch 
Who negle& th? Ye3ce of Ged, and fo lin entreth into the Houie 
and det:les th.m, and ſo their hearts arc hardned, for _ 
caulc 
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cauſe they turned againſt their Breihren. So they neither do 
well, neither doth God accept their cacriftce, for thay go from 
the path and the way where God reſfeets and accepts People, 
and ſo becomes F:'gitives and Vagabonds inthe Earth, and hath- 
\ Not an habitation in God, and inthis F:tgitive Stare, thoſe Ba-. 
priſed Nations are worſe than the IVations not Baptized ; and 
many of them are much more Childrcy of the Devil than before, 
like the Jews Proſelites, killing and peiſecuting, doing rhe De- 
vils work, , who is out of the Truth. For both Chriſt, -his Mi- 
niſters and Apoſtles came to ſave mens Lives z, but the Devils 
policy was to cloath his Minifters, Apoſtlzs and Meſſengers 
with the Sheeps cloathing, and keeps People always under them, 
that they may alwayes pay them, but d<ſtroys and perſecutes 
ſuch as refuſe. And this is not according to Chriſt the Way, 
who deſtroyes the Devil and his works, who led Man from 
God, and makerh Man unclean ; and Cheitt, who.deſtroyes tha 
Devil, maketh Man clean again, and brings Man to God, who 
is the 7»ſtifier, Santtifitr, Redeemer, and the Captain of their 
Salvation ; and Perſecution is alwayes blind. - $0 cyery Reli- 

ion, Church, Worſhip, Miniſtry, e Aſaintenance, which is'ſet up 

y Carnal Weapons, Clubs and Swords is from Cain and Fudas, 
and from the Jews, and from Arti-christ, and is Anti-chrifti- - 
aniſm, and not from Chriſt, neither in the Way which is the Way 
to Life. For he is the Life which ſaveth ens Lives, but he 
is of the Prince of Death that deſtroyeth Mens Lives, and of the 
Prince of Darkneſs, out of the Light, and out of Christ the Way, 
who was before he was, and his workes, and who lives and re- 
maines when he is gone ( to wit, the Devil ) andall his Inſtru- 
ments and Works : Let the Glory be 10 God alone for ever.

Tythes have been held up among Chriſtians (ſo called ) by 
Force and Vioence {ince the dayes of the Apoſtles, and Chriſt 
Ircarnation , by whom not any Example was given about 
Tythes, for among them all things were done freely in Charity 
and Love. : 

T ythes before the Law, by Abraham, and Tythes, &c, Offer- 
3ngs, &c. under the Law, were for the Prieſts, Widows, Father- 
leſs, and the Pcor 3 which Law of God/commanded 7 yrhes by 
reaſon of the encreaſe to be offered for his Service, but Chriſt 
in Goſpel-Times, redeems from the Ninths, and puts an enid to 
the Law that gave the Tenths, and to the Prieſthood that rook 
them, and to the Commandment that gave them, and puts an 
end to the Offerings. | 

And although eAbraham paid Tythes to eMelchiſedeck, in 
time of War, thoſe were only T ythes of the Spoil, and not by a 
Command , And Chriſt was according to the Order of Melchi- 
fedeck,, who puts an end to War, and deſtroyes the Devil ztrs 
Author, and redeems out of the Earth. And although we are 
many thouſands, yet there is not a Beggar among us, neither do 
we read there were any Beggars in the Primitive-T imes,which

Moſes, who had the Law, ſaw overall Tranſgreſſin, and 
before it was ; he ſaw rhe ſtate which Adam had in the Gayder 
before- he: Fell, he ſaw his ftate in the Fall; and how Death 
reigned from Adam io Aoſes, who received the Law, which 
Law paſſed over all Tranſgrejſien ; which Law did anſwer to 
the Witnefs of God in all; which was a Commazd td people 
that they might not ſ#, and that they might be kept fiom ſ7n, 
and ſo from Death, which raigns-from Adam to Moſes, which 
"Law paſſeth over both #- and Death. And this was the High- 
er Power ( higher than the Tranſgreſſion) which anſwereth to 
the Witneſs of God againſt rhe Rebelrous, which Witneſs is true, 
Þoly, righteous, and equal, which Law is juſt, holy, and good ; 2 
true Meaſure, and juſt Weight ; this is called the Higher Power;

Drinks, nor ſuch like things, nor to bear Rule by their Means, nor * 
they ought not to be ſuch who ſeek therr gain from their quarter, 
fach were forbidden; and ſuch as teach for money and band-

e A poſtics, and ſuch as wore larg Robes, and were called of Men 
' Maſter, and followed and loved Salntations in e Afark:ts, and 
the uppermoſ# Roomes at Fea#ts, ardiuch like, all ſuch are out 
of Chriſt, and againſt ſuch Chriſt himſelf cryed, Woe, woe,who 
faid, Ye have.one Maſter, even Chriſt, and ye are all Brethren :

And ſoall they who have' the Scriptures of Chriſt, of the 
Apoſtles and Prophets, and not in the Power and Spirit that

them that were perfe&#, although they could not do it among 
them that were carnal. And their work was to perfett the 
Saints ( and for this end they had their Miniſtry given them ) 
1ntil they all came to the knowledge of the Son of God,who deſtroy 
eth the Devil and all bis works, and who put an end to the Pro- 
phets, and to the firſt Covenant, Types, Figures and Saddows. 
And the Apo3tles work 'was to bring people to the Unity of the 
Faith, which purified their hearts, which gave them Viftory over 
that which: ſeperates them from God, in which they have acceſs to 
God, by which F aith they pleaſe him, by which they are juſtified, 
and ſo at lait they come to a PERFECT MAN, tothe 
amneaſure of the Sratrue of the fulneſs of EA RIST.

And Chriſt re]d his Diſciples choſe ſhould come, ard 
before the deceaſe of his Diſciples they came ; as we may read

rers, he ſaith, Little Children, ye have heard that Antichriſt 
ſhould come, and even now there are many eAtichrſts, and falſe 
Prophets come into the World. ' So Chriſt had ſpoken before 
that they ſhould come, and his Diſciples faid that they were 
already come ; who went out from them, inwardly ravend

There were about thirty of the fifth Monarchy men who 
made an Inſurrection in England which Inſurreion was wick- 
edly laid to the charge of the People of God called Quakers, 
from which Inſurre&ion, the e Honarchy men themſelves de- 
clared when they were to dye, That we. were Innocent ; yet 
neverthelels, the Dirnals and Vews-Books haye joyned us toge- 
ther with the Afonarchy men, 1n that Plot and InſurreRion, and 
have publiſhed us to the Nations ,as Pltrers, though we are 
Innocent, And we ſay, The Lord forgive them for wronging 
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"The: lying Prieſts and Profeſſors ſay, That we deny the Scyi- 

ptures, and that we deny the Reſurreftion, and Chriſt and his Bo- 
dy, and that we foame at the month, and that we bewitch men, - 
and bind Ribband about their Armes ;, which are altogether 
falſe and lies, and from their Father rhe Devil, the Author of 
them, who is out of the Truth, in which Truth weare however 
ſcandalized by them, who are of the Farher of Lyes, And 
what evil ſoever they may bring againſt vs, yer we are in the 
Truth, and can rejoyce ; Prazſed be the Lord, who lives for 
ever, : 


XXXY/II. Concernmg Original Sin. 


The Devil is the Original of Sin, which Chriſt deſtroyes ; 
God is the Origeral of Righteouſneſs, and Chriſt is Gods Righ- 
zeouſneſs, which endures tor ever ; but rhe Worlds Original is 
the many ey 2 ( whoſe Original is Babel.) which makes 
Divines ( as they call them ) with many Languages ſet a top 
of Chriſt : And the Whore tits upon the Waters, (as its ſpoken 
in the Revelation) And John ſaith, The Waters are Nations, 
Hultitudes, People ana Tongues : which Tongues they call 
their Original.

Andye are to be redeemed from Tongues, and Tongues ſhall 
ceaſe, ( ſaith the Apoſtle ) and ſo from this Worlds Original, 
the beg1nning of which is Babel, and which keeps in Babylor, 
the Saints are redeemed. And this hath been ſer up as an Or:- 
£iral among rhem who are alienated from the Spirit. of God, 
m Babel, where the Original of Tongues was inthe dayes of 
Nimred, that Heretick,, who began to build Babel. 

So Tongues do nat make any man a Divine,neither a Miniſter 
- of Chriſt, for that which makes a man Divine ( as they fay ) 
is the Word (Which redeems out of Tongyes) which was before 
Babel was, andin the beginning before the Fall, which knocks 
down all that which corruprs mans Nature, and renews again 
into the Divine Natare. 

And whoſoever are Miniſters of the Word, and Preachers of 
the Goſpel, they are in the Power and in the Word which was

before Tongues were; This Word brings into the Chyrch-Fe- 
lowſhip, which is in God, into which they are not brought by 
the Worlds Original, which they call the Tongues, Which ali 
ceaſe, and out of whom we are redeemed ; neither do the 
bring into Fellowſhip with God, neither into his Worſhip, nor 
Foe: 4 than Babel, where the Tongues ſtop.

There: were no Oaths at. all impoſed.upon Man before the 
Fall, kut only ſince the Fall, for under the Law after the Fall ; 
and among the fews; Oaths and Commandments were giyen, 
To which Chriſt ( by whom. che World was made, which was 
before the Fa!, which is the Oath of God, which Oathes in the 
Fall were Types) who put an cnd to ſtrife,and brings into quiet- 
neſs and peace, ard bindes to. God without Oathes,, which 
Chriſt put an end to. | 

And, Cirriit himſeif,the Oath of God,puts an end to all Oaths, 
and brings into the Land of quietneſs and reſt, the Spiritaul 
Canaan, and puts and end to ſtrite, and deſtroyes the Devil the 
Author of ſtrife, he who is' the Reſt, the Way, Truth and the 
Life, who brings again to God, and is the Covenant of God 
in man, hath peace with God, which deſtroyes that which led 
from God and from Chriſt ; and he himſelf ſaid, Swear not at 
all, nather by Heaven, nor by the Earth, nor by any other Oath. 
He who reſtores man into-that ſtate in which he was in the be- 
Sinning before the Fall, who reſtores into the Image of God. 
And to inthe Reſtauration there. are no Oathes to be uſed, 
nor Swearing, according to his awn Doctrine ; But Yea, yea, 
72ay, nay, Was to be uſed among men in all their Communica- 
tions,and what is more then this,is evil; So that Swearing now 
is evil. And this is the Doctrine of him who reſtgres People,

And this was the manner among 
them who followed the Do#rine and Command of Chriſt in the 
Reſtauration, who were bui.t upon the true Foundation, which 
was frlt laid in the Primitive times among the true Brethren 
and was publickly held forth which Manner and Cuſtome ,Do- 
&rine and Command of Chriſt Jelus and the Apoſtles in the 
Primſcive times, many of the Martyrs folowed, held forth, and

practiſed among thoſe who were Degenerated and Apoſtari- 
zed from the Lite and Power of Chriſt and the Apoſtles, al- 
though they profeſs the Words, And n.w the Spirit of Chriſt 
15 riſen again, and of the: Apoſtles, and Saints as inthe Primitive 
times, and the Spirit of th: Martyrs, who bear witn-ſs again! 
all, Oathes and ail ſort of Swearing whatſoevever,that were uſed 
among the Heatheis, Jews, and Apoſta'ized Chriſtians, both 
privately and publickly, and bindes to yea, and zay, in all nian- 
ner of Communication, as Chriſt and the Apoſtles taught, and 
and the Saints and Martyrs praQiſed, knowing, that whatſoever 
3 more than yea, and nay, is evil ; and ſuch who Swear, are con- 
demned according to Chriſt and the Apoſtles Dottrine. 

So we ſay again, That the Spirit of Chriſt, the «Apoſtles, and 
e Martyrs ts riſen again, who bath been dead, and is dead, in and 
among the Apoſtates, wia have the Form, but deny the Power, 
from whom we have turned away. But now 1ts rien again, and 
lives amongſt us : Glory and Honour be given to God through Fe- 
ſu Chrift, who hath reſtored to the b-ginning, into the Image of 
God in which eMan wax. in bifore he fell , before Oathes 
were.

Ard in the ſecond E©xample, conſider the Apoſtles, who did 
according to the Command and Doctrine of Chriſt, who ſaid, 
Above all things, my Brethren, Swear not at all, leſt ye fall ints 
condemnation, Jam. 5. But let your yea, be yea, aid your nay, 
nay, tn all your Communication. 

And although there was Swearing amons the Jews,and other 

(ations and Heathens, before the Apoſtarized Chriſtians uſed 
to Swear, nevertheleſs the Apoſtles and the Brethren obeyed, 
and they muſt obey the Dottrine and the Command of Chriſt, 
for if Chrift command one thing, and Man another, It is better to 
obey the Lord Fef us Chriſt, the Life, who is the Reſtorer, Saviour, 
and Redcemey, than men. 


This is the WORD of the LORD GOD to youall. 


Concerning the WORD of GOD, and 


the Original, what it is. 


[I Leſſed are all thoſe whoſe mindes are ſtaid upon the Lord, 
for they ſhall be kept in perfect peace ; ſo where the mind 

is ſtaid upon the Lord, there is a perfe& peace, for it ts a whole 
peace which cannot be broken : So here is not only a perfect 
peace, bur.a bleſſing ; a perfe&t peace which comes from the 
God of all peace, that bruiſeth the Serpents head under your 
feer, ( the troubler ) and'the bleſſings which comes from the 
bleſſed God, So all imperfect peace may be broken, thar is 
when the mind isſtaid upon any Creature, or in any Creature 
( and not upon the Creator ) or in any outward things. Goods, 
Houſes, Lands or Inventions of the Vanities; itt the fooliſh vain 
Faſhions,which the Luſt of theEye,and thePride of Life go into, 
which will dcfile ir and corrupr-it, when any of theſe _ 
| ail, 
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fail, and are not according to your mind, it being in them, then 
your peace is broken, and you are croſs, and brickle, and enzy 
Sets up ; {o this is not a perfect peace, but is x broken peace, 
and then you have the trouble and not the bleſſing ; and the rea: 


ſen is, becauſe your minds are in the Creatures, and the ont- - 


ward things, and are not ſtaid upon the Creator, where the per- 
fe& peace 13, and the bleſling, where nothing can ger betwixt 
you and the Lord, And this is below 7ob to have the mind inthe 
Creatures, and vilible jane, þ for when you are tried, and Crea- 
tures fail you, you are crolt, and troubled, that ſhews an imper- 
fect ſtate ; for God ſaid, that Job was a.perfect man : and when 
that the Lord ſuffered him to be tried, and when that his Goods 
and Houſes were thrown down, and driven a way, and ſ{ervents 
killed, he ſaid, Bleſſed be the name of the Lord, for the Lord gave 
and the Lord taketh ; here his mind was ſtayed upon the Lord, 
and he retained his peace . And when that his Children were 
deſtroyed, and his wife {aid to him, whar, doſt thou continue in 
thy Integrity ſtill ? C:1rſe God and dye ; he rebukes her, and calls 
her, A fooliſh woman : and ſaid unto. her, Shall I receive good of 
the Lord and not evil * Naked came I out of my Mothers womb, 
and naked I muſt return again. Here Job kept his integrity {til}, 
and did not all this while offend with his Lips. Now many of 
you who think your ſelves high, and above 7ob, if that your 
Goods and Children ſhould be after the ſame manner taken 
away ( whoſe mind is in them ) you would be found ina trou- 
bled brickle ſtate, far below Job. And when that Jobs Friends 
came to reaſon with him, who kept his integrity, and would no 
way yceld to them, they called him an Hypocrite, and ſaid, he 
denyed Prayer, and filled his Belly with Ea#t-wind, and ſaid, 
what ſhall mortal man be more pure than bis Maker ? Shall man 
that ts born of a woman be 7uSt? God chargeth his Angls with 
folly, and the Heavens are not clear in his ſight. And theſe are 
the Scriptures the Prieſts uſe to bring againſt Friends (who keep 
there Integrity ) as Jobs Friends did againſt him ; bur ar the lait 
the Lord commanded ob to offer a Sacrifice for his Friends, 
becauſe they had linned, and ſpoken not right, as 7ob had, who 
was perfect and kept his Integrity. And the Apoſtle ſaid ro the 
Saints, That he bad learned in all conditions to be content, Mark, 
in all conditions, bat this was when he was Panl, not when he 
was 
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was Saul, running up and down with his packet of Letters, 
balling the Saints before the Rulers like a Paritoy ; then he 
was not content, ncither with his own condition, nor others : 
But when he came to learn of Chriſt, which deſtroys the Deyil 
and his works, which teacheth to know all things, then in all 
things he learned to be content ; ſo that you know that there js 
learning, learneth, and learned , as a Child when he is learning, 
learneth, and learned is three ſtats ; {o Paul he had learncd m all 
conditions to be content ; and who was his Schoo!- Maſter but 
Chriſt, by whom all things were mide, 2ot of man, nor by man 
{ out of the Truth ; ) ſo while he learned of m:n, and by men, 
he was not centent, neither are any others. 

Therefore all are to learn of Chriſt the Light, the Life, and 
the Truth, that you may come to thar condition, to have learned 
in all conditions to be content, and not to truſt in uncertain Riches, 
for they hav: wings and will flee away ; and ſo he is never coun- 
ted a wile man that w:ll put any confidence inthat which will 
flee away from him : for thoſe are the Heirs of the Earth and 
the World that load themſelves with thick clay, that they may 
ſet their neſts on high ; but they that be Heirs of Chriſt, and 
of the Power of an Endleſs Life, truſt in the Living God, and 
come to poſſeſs an Everlaſting Inheritance of the Power of an

a Wilderneſs, and there is ſo many wayes in it, that they do 
not know which way to come out, nor which to tollow: There- 
fore this is my Anſwer to you all, Takz Davids Lanthorn and 
Candle ; you may ſay, What is that, and where is it ? I ſay it is 
within you, the Word of God : you may ſay, People do x 
uſe 
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' wſeto carry Lanthorns and Candles in the day time, but in

I fo, you be in the Night of Darkneſs, and therefore the 
Word is called a Lanthorn and Candle to you, by which you 
may ſee the Way of the Lord which is perfect, from all mens

Chriſt ) and the gathering of all Nations ſhould be to him, as it is 
at this day, the gathering is to Chriſt, and this was the Word 
that came to Moſes the Shepherd, when he was keeping ſheep, 
which he Obeyed, and went to Fgypr, and brought the Chil- 
dren of: 1ſrael out of Egype ; by which Word he was made a 
Miniſter; and when.the Children of 1/-ael were come out of 
Egypt into the Wilderneſs, told: them, They need not go for the 
Word beyond the Seas, SC. for it was nigh them, in their hearts 
and mouths, to obey it and doit. And this was, the Word that 
made Moſes a Propher, who prephelied of Chriſt, and ſaid, 
Like unto him God would raiſe up a Prophet, him ſhould they hear 
31 all things : mark, (in all things) we are to be ordered both in- 
ward and ouward, for hearing *Chriſt, by whom all things 
were made ; And every one that would not | hear rhis Prophet 
( Chriſt ) ſhould be rut off, \tor how ſhould they continue or 
reign ? 
Sod this was the Word that came to Samuel, and made him 
a Prophet, who ſpake to Ely the Prieſt, and reproved. his Sons, 
and the Childyen of 1ſrael : and this was the Word that made 
Saul ro Prophelie, and Belge, though they erred from it ; _

this was the Word that made Gl the Prophets to prophelie, ang 
to reprove the kings of 1/rael, and theirPrielts, of their Super 
Rition and Idolatrous ways, in ſering up Groves, and. Images. 
in High places ; and reproved all their Monthly Prognofticars. 
ons, Who ſpoke and ated from them, and nor from the Lord; 

And this was the Word that came to J/aiah, by which he 
Prophelied of Chriſt, and of his Preaching, and of his Suffer. 
ings, and by which Word he reproveaRhe Shepherds, which 
were as greedy dumb Dogs,could never have enough, ſecking their 

ain from their Quarter : and by this Word he ſaw, that all the 
@bildren of God ſhould be taught of God, and Hed *n Righ- 
reouſneſs and Peace ; and though many tongues ſhould riſe up 
in Judgment againſt them, yet thoſe that were taught of.God - 
ſhould condemn themiall, this power ſhould be given to his chil- 
dren. And many weagoey formed againſt them ſhouldinot proſ- 
per, God would reſtrain' them : And alſo he ſaw them that 
were caſt our, that trembled at Gods Word, to whom God would 
appear to their Glory, and to the ſhame and tothe confounding of 
them-that caſt them out for his Names ſake, as it is at this day. 

And this was the Word of God that made 7eremiah a Pro- 
pher, by which he ſaw the New Covenant, by which:Word he 
was faid to: reprove- the.

And by 
the Word Jeremiah ſaw the number of Seyenty yeares of lus 
Perſecutors being in Babylons Captivity. 

Elijah by the Word was made a Prophet, and by the Word 
reproved Ahab and 7ezebel for their Idolatry, ad worſhiping 
of Images. For which Words ſake-they perſecuted him, and the 
reſt of the Prophets ; and was not he fed of the- Ravens by the 
River ; And did not they ſeek totake away his Life'; and did 
not he think all the Lords Prophets had'been killed, and he left 
alone ? yet did not the Lord ſay to him, he had reſerved ſo many: 
T houſands that had not bowed the knee to Baal ? And Eliſha the 
Plowman by the Word was made a Prophet, -and forfook his 
Plough z and by the Word reproved: the Idollatry in his' Age 
of Prieſts and People. * Aad. 
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'-" And by the Word was Ezekiel made a Prophet, by- which 

| Word he reproved the Shepherds of Jjre:1, that made a pr 

' yponthie-people, and taught them for the Fleece ; and by the 

 Wordihe faw that God would bring the people from them, that 
they-ſhouldbe made a pray upon no longer; and would gather 
hem from their Mourhs, and ſet one Shepherd over them, 
Chritt, which is witnefſed ; and by the Word he reproved falſe 
Prophets, that taught for handftuls of Barly, and peices of 
Bread, and daubed with untempered Morter, and ſewed Pil- 
lows under the Armholes ; and by che Word he ſaw the Patern 
of the Temple, and the return of the Jews. 


 Andbythe Word Daniel was made a Prophet, and ſaw 
Chriſt and his Kingdom, and how the Saints ſhould take his 
Kingdom ; andby the \ord-he ſaw ſuch that ſhould riſe up 
againſt the People of God ; and by the Word he numbred the 
eares of Chriſt to his time 499 yeares, and of his, Death and 
hoot ſhould end the Sacrifices, and how that Chriſt ſhould _ 
bring'up Everlaſting Righteouſneſs, and put an end to Sin and 
end the Prophets, and Seal up their Viſions. | 
And'by the Word Micah was made a Prophet, by which he 
cryed againſt the Prieſts that preached for Hire,and the Prophets 
-that:propheſied for 2oney, and the Fudges that judged for Re- 
cwards,and'ſuch as preached Peace to the people, that put mn their 
:wourbs, ( like the Prieſts in theſe times ) and when they did 
.r0t, they prepared war againſt them, and chopt their fleſh and, 
.£nawed their Bones, ( as the Prieſts in this day and tim: have 
.done ') bur Aficah ſaw by the Word that the Sun was gon 
down upon'ſuch Prophets and Prieſts, and they ſhould have no 
'Vifionnor Anſwer from God ; therefore ſuch are againſt Reve- 
lations and Viſions, on whom the Sun is ſet, and gon down 
on,and then the Night comes upen them.

"I: HE old Pagan-Saxons in their Idolatry, Were the firtt 
that brought in the names of rhe Days, which thoſe 
called Chriſtiaus, have retained to this day ; for they adored 
Idols, and unto them offered Sacrifices, and Worſhipped the 
Planets. See Veſtigans Antiq. and Cambadens Brit. 

As touching the Idols which theſe Saxo75 adored they were 
divers ; and though they had'many, yer feven among rhe reſt, 
_ eſpecially appropriated unto the ſeven dayes of the 


That day which is the firſt day of the week, they worſhip-_ 
ed the Idol of the Sun, which was placed in a Temple, and tt ece 
Sactifieed unto, and to the ſpecial adorarion of which Idol they 
gave the name of Sunday. | - 

The ſecond day of the week, they: dedicated to the _

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the Moon, and from whence, theſe called Chriſtians retain the 
name-of Monday inſtead. of Moonday.

And as theſe called Chriſtians, have followed the Heathens 
Examples in-naming their Days, ſo they follow them in name- - 
ing their Months ; for the Heathen they called 2fars the God 
of Barrel, and from thence they called the firſt Month March. 
And Yenus they called the Goddeſs of Love and- Beauty, and 
from thence they called the ſecond Month April. And Maja a 


Heathen Goddeſs called Flora and Cloris, were called the God- 
deſſes of Flowers, unto Maja the Heathen Idojaters uſed to 
ſacifice ; from thence was the third. Month called May : And I 


upon the hrit day. of the ſame Month, they-uſed ro keep 
Floralia Feaſts to the two Goddeſſes of Flowers ( viz. ) Flora J 
and Cloris ; and Flora was a Strumpet in Rome, that uſed on { 
the firſt day of that Month, to ſet up a May-pole before her : 
door to intice her Lovers ; from whence came May-poles P 
and May-Day to be. ſince obſerved, by theſe . called 
Cane. No ne ER we os 
And uno whom the Heathen called the Gooddeſs of King- 
doms and Wealth, from this «70, the forth Month was called 
742. TOA [; 
And Fulirs Ceſar a Roman Empetor, in honour to him, was 
the fifth Month called July. Eris, KEE CITE FEE 

And in konour to Auguſtus Ceſar, an Emperor, was the fixtfi 
Nogth caled Awrnft. oo nn And 
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And four of the other Months are called after the Latine 
Names, as September for the ſeventh Month, Ofteber for the 
eighth, Novemb:y for the ninth, December for the tenth. - 

And one Janus a King of Italy, was for his wiſdom pictured. 
with two faces, whom they honoured as God ; and from this 
name anus, was the elyenth Month called 7annary. © | 

And Saturinus, Pluto, Februs, were called the Gods of Hell, 
who the Heathen ſaid, bad the Rule of evil Spirits there ; and 
from Pluto Februs,was the twelfth Month called February. And 
by all theſe Idolazrous Names, do theſe called Chriſtians, call 
rheir Days and Months, to this day, which is contrary to the 
Scriptures, the Prophets and the Apoſtles. 

The Saxons alfo had a Goddeſs, ( whom they ſacrificed to 
in the Month of April) called 14” wp ; hence they called Aprt!, 
Eofter Month, and hence in proc-ſs of time came Eafer.

O ſend our thy 
Light and thy Truth ; let them lead me, let them bring me unto 
thy boly Hill, and to thy Tabernacles. ( what, did not David

F the Goſpel be not a Miniſtration of Words or Letters : 

: but of the Spirit, Life and Power ; and if it was the intent of 
God, that men ſhould not ſtick in Word, or Teſtimonies con- 
cerning the things, bur come to the thing it ſelf, and live in 
the Sons Life and Power, and feel the Son living in them : Then 
they are greatly miſtaken, who think to gather a Rule to them- 
felves ont of *the Teſtimonies and Declarations of things in 
the Scriptures, and do not wait upon the Lord to receive the 
Spirit it felf to become their Rule, Guide and Way. For theſe 
areallonez The Truth is the Way, The Truth, which lives 
and abides in the heart (where it.is received and entertained ) 
is the Way : the Rule is the Guide. For God is »ne. There are 
many names, bur the thing is oze. The Life, the Power, the 
Wiſdom in the Father, Sonaand Spirit, zs all one : yea they 
themſelves are oxe, Perfectly oxe,not at all devided or frarar 
but where the Father is, the Son is 3 and where the Son is, the 
Spirit is ; and where the Spirit is, there is both the Father _ 
Pp F3 the 
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the Son, who tabernacle in man inthe day of the Goſpel. And 
where.theſe are, there that! is which is to be preferred. before 
all words, which was afore them, and is in Nature, Spirit and 
Glory above them, He that hath the $on, hath Life, even the 
Life Eternal, which the words teſtifie of, He that hath the Son, 
hath him which is true : and he that is in the Son, is in him that 
is true; and abiding: there, cannot be deceived : but he that is 
not there, is deceived, {ct him apprehend - and gather out of the 
Scriptures what he can. O how is God og d, and how js 
Redemption and real Salvatiou of the. witnelsed jn this 
diſpiſed Diſpenſation of Truth, which God hath held forth in 
theſe latter dayes ! Bleſſed be the Name of the Lord, who hath 
hid this pure diſpenſation of Life from the eye of the prudent, 
worldly wiſc part in every.man, revealing it only tot babiſh 
Oy which is of his Son, and Which lives-n him and 
y him. |

T is objeRted againſt us, who are called Quakers, That we 
deny Chriſt. ( and look, not to be ſaved by him ) as he was 
manifeſted without us, but lookonly to be ſaved by Chriſtin us.. To 
which this is in my heart to. anſwer to ſuch as ſingly deſire 
fatisfaRtion therein © rr 
Wedo indeed expe to be ſaved ( yea and not. only ſo, bur 
do alrcady in our ſeveral meaſures witneſs Salvation ) by the 
revelation and operation of the Life of Chriſt,wichin us ; yer 
not without relation to what he did without us. For all that he 
did in that Body of Fleſh, was of the Father, and. had RR 
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and ervice in the Will and according to the- Counſel of the 
Father. But the knowledg and beliefe of thar, ſince the dayes of 
the Apoſtles, hath been very much held in the unrighteouineſs, 
and in the ſeparation from the inward work of the Power and 
Life of Chriſt in the heart : which, as ſo held, cannot fave any. 
But whoever feels the Light and Lite of Chrilt revealed in him, 
and comes into union with God there-through ; he feels the 
work of Regeneration, of Sanctification, of Tutifcarion, of 
Life and Redemprion ; and ſo comes to reap benefit inwardly, 
and to partake of the bleſſed fruits of all that Chriſt. did out- 
wardly. Yea, he that is thus one with Chrilt in the Spirir, can- 
not exclude himſelf, nor is excluded by God from the advantage 
of ay thing, nor every thing Chriſt did in that body of 
Fleſh. 

This indeed is the main thing, to witneſs Salvation wrought 
Out in the heart : to witneſs the eternal Power and Arm of the 
Lord, laying hold on the Soul to ſave it z and not only laying 
hold on it to fave it, but to witneſs the working out and the 
effecting of the Salvation, as really in the Subſtance, as 1ſracl 
of old did in the ſhadow. For as they witneſſed Afoſes and 
7oſbua outwardly : fo the true 1ſraelite ( the inward 1ſraelite, 

iritual 1fraclite) 5 ro witneſs that which is the Subſtance 
of theſe, even the Son of God revealed inwardly. Now they 
were not ſaved outwardly by a bare outward believing, thar 
Afafes and Joſhua were ſent of God to ſave them : bur by fol- _ . 
lowing them, in faich and obedience to what from God they 
required. So to the inward 1ſrael Chriſt is given for a Leader 
and Commander, who appears to the diſtreſſed, embondaged 
Soul in Egypt, brings out- of Egypr, and fo leads on: towards 
the good Land and into it. Now, as the Soul followes , as the 
Soul believes in his anne, and obeys his voice in the 
holy pure Covenant of Life ; ſo he works out the Redemption 
thereof. But as unbelief and diſobedience gets up, and the 
heart is heardened at any time againſt his Voice and Counſe, 
and the ear open to the temtaptions of the Enemy;the Redemp- 
tion thereby goes backward, and the diſtreſs and captivity re- 
turns again. 1 his is witneſſed, known and experienced by ever, 
true Traveller towards S:07, Therefore the main thing requiſite 


Std abide in the ſence of the Redeemers Power, as alſo in 
| waiting 
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waiting for his motions and apperances, and 1n the Faith and 
Obedince thereof. For ſin gathers ſtrength and is brought forth 
by letcing in and giving way to the motions thereof : and ſo 
alſo Holineſs and Righteouineſs is brought forth and el 
ground in the mind, by harkening and giving up to the ſtirrings 
and movings of Gods holy Spirit. Therefore' it is of great ne- 
ceſſiry to.every true Traveller, to come to a right underſtanding 
and diſtinguiſhing of theſe : and then that rhe heart be kept . 
with all diligence, becauſe out of it are the iſſues both of life and 
and death. And moſt happy is he, who knows the iſſues of 
death ſtopped and the iflues of Life. opened, and whoſe ſpirir 
is naked and open before the Lord, for Life to ſpring up in him 
and iſſue forth through him art its pleaſure. O it is a precious 
ſtate to witneſs Captivity led Captive by Lite, and the power 
. of Life reigning over it. And truly, there is as real deliverance 
witneſſed inwardly, by. thoſe that wait upon the Lord and are 
faichfull to the leadings of his holy Spirit, as ever there was by 
the 7ews outwardly, in their faithfull following Moſes and 
7oſhua :and Chriſt is as truly an Healer of his People, in this 
miniſtration of Life to them by his holy- Spirit, as ever he was 
an Hezler of Perſons out wardly in the dayes of his Feſh. That 
( with rhe other Miracles which he wrought then ) was but a 
ſhadow of what he would work and perform inwardly in the 
day of his Spirit and holy Power : and ſhall he or. can he ( to 
thoſe that faithfully wait upon him ) fall ſhort in the one, of 
whart he ſhadowed out in the other ? Nay ſurely, it was the in- 
tent of his heart, and hewill not fail to perform it, to ſave 
to the very utmoſt all that come ro/God by him and abide in 
his holy, pure, righteous, living Covenant.

Aznſw. It is the Light which reproves and makes ſin 
maniteſt. Wharſoever doth make manifeſt is Ligkt : Wherefore 
he ſaith, Awake thou that ſleepeſt, ariſe from the dead, 8&c. Eph. 
5.13. 14. Theres no other way of awaking out of ſleep and 
ariſing from the the dead, but by the Light which makes ſin 
maniteſt. And, O how pretious 1s that Light ! 
Queſt. 2. How may the Principle of Truth be diſcerned ? 
Anſw. By its piercing, quickning nature, which diſcovereth 
it ſelf in its appearances and operations. For it appears and 
works, not like mans reaſon, or like motions of his mind which 
he takes into his underſtanding part ; but it appears and works 
livingly, powerfully and effectually in the hearr.. | 
Mans reaſon is corrupx, dark, impure ſince the fall; and in 
the hand and under the power of the wicked one. Its nature is 
to hide and cover (in, not to diſcover it. Now the Light of 
the Law which diſcovers in, ariſeth not hence. Whocan bring 
the clean pure light of the Law, out of the unclean, impure Rea- 
ſon of man ? The Light indeed may ſhine in the Darkneſs ; bur 
it js no part of it, but of another nature and deſcent. Ir is 
from Gods Spirit, and given to man in his love unto him, to 
lead him out of bis dark wayes and ſpirit, mmtothe pure Spi- 
ric and way of Holineſs. For the Light which diſcovers (in, 
is all holy and pure, lice the Fountain from whence it comes. 
Now ' a man that is acquainted both with Reaſon and 
with this Light, he can diſtenguiſh the Nature and opera- 
tions of both. For there is a great difference between _ 
TRUTH. held in the Reaſoning part, and TRUTH 
held in its own Principle. Ir is very powerful. in the one : 
'& effecteth little in the other. In the pure —— = 
ife 
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Life this diſtin&tion 1s Ko we, and alſo held. Therefore 
our advice is to all men, to retire from all mortality, that they 
may come to fee] the Spring of Life in themſelves (and ſome- 
thing ſpringing therefrom into them to quicken them ) andco 
wait to have their underſtandings opened and kept open by 
that ; that ſo they may receive, retain, and not again loſe the 
capacity of underſtanding the things of Gods Kingdom. 

Quelt, 3 How may this Principle ( Seed or Pearl ) be purchaſ- 
ed and poſſeſſed ? 

eAnſw. By dying to a mans own wiſdom and will. There is 
not another way. For the Light is wholly contrary ro man, as 
he ſtands, in the alienation from God. It croſleth his ſpirit, his 
thoughts, his delires, his knowledge, his reaſon, his underſtand- 
ing ; even all that is of himſe]f. He muſt therefore conſult with 
none of theſe, but prefer the lictle, pure Demonſtration of the 
Light of Chriſts.Spirit above all rheſe, and ſtand in the parting 
with and loſs of them all for ever. O this is an hard ſaying,who 
can bear it ? Surely none but thoſe that are taughr and learn of 
= Farher, can thus come to give up to and follow the Light of 
' the Son. 

The Law of the Lord is perfeft, converting ( or reſtoring ) 
the Soul ( P/al. 19. 7. ) What Law was this, or what Law is 
this ? Was it the Law of workes inthe hand of Moſes ? or is it 
the Law of Faith in the hand. of Chriſt ? Doth not Chriſt en- 
lighten every man that cometh into the World ? Would nor 
God have all men to be ſaved ? and doth he not give to all, a 
proportion of the true Light whereby they may be ſaved ? And 
It is not the property of this Light to convert to God ? Can any 
man receive this and be united to this, and it not change his na- 
ture : ſo that he muſt needs have a new nature, and trom that 
new nature do that naturally,which the 7ews-by all their endea- 
vours with-out this, could never do ? 

Can any thing convert fallen man to God, but Chriſt ? hath 
any thing power to convert to God, but his pure Law of Life ? 
Can Chritt and his Light be ſeprated ? Can any man receive 
his Light and be united thereto, and nor receive him ? O that 
mens hearts and underſtandings were opened by the Spirit and 
Power of the Lord ! For this is a dire& riddle to all men, who 
have not Gods Heifer ro Plow with, to underſtand it by.

But whoever would kyow theſe things, and partake of them, 
muſt come in at the Door, by the Guidance of the Spirit, through 
the Light which is with him, And he that would enjoy the full 
Light ( even the ſhinings forth of the Sun at noon aay ) muſt 
begin with ts glimmerings, even that in the heart, which 
diſcovereth and draweth out of the' corrupt ſtate of the World, 
towards the Father. O hear and live. Do not diſpute about it, but 
wait to fect it ; upon the feeling of it, deſpiſing the ſhame, and 
taking up, and enduring the Croſs, and ſo bearing the reproach 
and ſufferings of Chrif in thy Age and Generation. And as 
thau obeyeſt, thou ſhalt know of its Deftrine , but out of the pure 
Faith and Obedience, there is no true, ſound, deep-rooted knows- 
ledge ; but all of that kind muſt be parted with, for the knowledge 
which 3s of the Faith, and whichss made manifeſt and increaſed 
in the Obedience; which Kgaplecge is of afar more excellent 
Kind and Nature. Then that which thou art. to part with for 
it. The Lord guide thy Mind, and ſtretch forth bis Hand to hel 
thee, who from the leaſt touch cf a true Nature and Spirit, defreſt 
after the pure Truth and Way of eternal Life. Amen.
